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The undersigned thanks the examiner for the telephone interview of 15 February 2007 
and the Interview Summary that accompanied the Notice of Allowance mailed 20 February 2007. 
The undersigned clarifies that claims 4-6 were canceled and claims 2-3 remain pending even 
though the examiner's Interview Summary indicates that claims 2-6 were canceled.
